an independent board. 

The four appeared at the 
. 12th weekly meeting of the 
' commission, which w a s 
treated to investigate 


charges of illegal domestic 
spying by the CIA. 

Arthur R. Miller, a Har- 
vard law professor, said the 
CIA could set up its own 
board to monitor its activi- 
ties. 

"Perhaps there could be 
six security-cleared citizens 


and six agents t of the CIA) 
lo create a balance between 
individual values and govern- 
ment needs," lie said. 

But William W. Van Al-' 
slyne, a Duke University law 
professor, said he did not 1 
believe such a board would 
be "publicly reassuring". ' ■ }' 


Edward J. Bloustein, presi- 
dent of Rutgers University, 
said he favored an independ- 
ent agency named by the, 
executive, legislative, and 
judicial branches. 


The fourth witness, Dr. Or- 
ville J. Brim • Jr., president 
of the Foundation f:r Child 
Development in New York 
City, said he also supported 
an independent body. 
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
